tral issue was that the Government assume the unfund¬ 
ed portion of the pension liability (to which the average 
teacher contributes 3.1% of his salary) in return, the 
A.T.A. would guarantee no strikes during that time. The 
other important parts of the agreement are: a 3% raise 
for 2007 - 2008, then subsequent annual increases set by 
the Average Weekly Earning Index, a lump sum payment 
of $1500 to each full time teacher in the Spring of this 
year, and a Government assurance that it will make no 
changes to the status of teachers or the framework 
under which the A.T.A. operates. 

All other benefits and working conditions had to be 
negotiated locally and that’s where we are now. Our 
Board is still in negotiations with the A.T.A. local and the 
two parties are using the services of a mediator. It has 
come down to a few tough issues but I am hopeful things 
will be resolved. 

If any of the 62 Alberta school boards does not con¬ 
clude an agreement with their A.T.A. local by January 
31st then the Memorandum of Agreement is void and 
that would be a great pity. From the teachers' point of 
view it gets rid of a long-standing irritant - the unfunded 
pension liability - and assures raises to keep up with the 
cost of living. Front the Government and Boards' point 
of view it guarantees labor peace for the next five years. 
The real beneficiaries of that will be our students.
